3. Claims 13-18, 20-22, 25, 29, and 30 are allowable. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Following a diligent search it was determined that prior art neither teaches nor suggests the 
claimed method for producing a purine nucleoside comprising culturing a microorganism 
belonging to the genus Eschericha which is modified by inactivation to block a reaction 
catalyzed by phosphoglucose isomerase in said microorganism, wherein said phosphoglucose 
isomerase is encoded by a gene obtainable by PCR amplification employing the primer pair of 
SEQ ID NO: 22 and SEQ ID NO: 23 and Escherichia coli chromosomal DNA as template.
